I have never been so disappointed in the performance of a con- 
gressional committee as when you and your assistant the other 
day told me of the manner in which you decided that resolutions, 
introduced by Congressman Downey andWL in respect to studying 
political assassinations, should not be brought up this year. 

With all due respect, I do not think that the membership of the 
committee has been properly consulted, and am therefore making 
one more and a final request that H. Res. 204 be given the 
decency of a formal discussion by the House Rules Committee. 

Since there has been some problem at the Committee in respect to 
the location of my letter to you of February 2, 1976, I am again 
enclosing a copy of it. There are now 64 co-sponsors of H. Res. 
204. The latest co-sponsor is The Honorable Eligio de la Garza. 

If I do not hear from you by this Thursday, March 18, I will 
assume that it is your intention not to consider the matter.
